2 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 



2.1 The present application fails to meet the 

requirements of PCT Article 33(1) because the 
subject matter of claim 1 is not novel within the 
meaning of PCT Article 33(2). 

Dl discloses (the references in parentheses are to 
Dl) : a method of braking a motor vehicle in the 
event of failure of the normal braking system 
(column 1, lines 2-28) , wherein all brakes (B1-B3)

2.2 The present application fails to meet the 

requirements of PCX Article 33(2) because the 
subject matter of claims 1 and 2 is not novel 
within the meaning of PCX Article 33(2). 
D2 discloses (the references in parentheses are to 
D2) : an emergency braking method in which, when 
the manual valve (2) is moved into position E 
(emergency) , the transmission shifts back to first 
gear (7) and when a predetermined vehicle speed 
falls below a threshold, the transmission is 
locked as a result of both clutches (8, 7) being 
closed (8,7) . 



3 DEPENDENT CLAIMS 2 TO 5, 9 AND 11 



Claims 2 to 5, 9 and 11 do not contain any 
features which, in combination with the features 
of any claim to which they refer, meet the PCT 
requirements for novelty and inventive step. 
D4 discloses a method of automatic braking in the 
event of an emergency, wherein various options are 
available for retarding the transmission. 
It is known from Dl, D2 or D3 to carry out braking 
while simultaneously selecting different gears. A 
person skilled in the art would also use this 
feature in D4 in order to generate a braking force 
in the transmission.
